ing winter. The present rate of pump¬ 
ing w'ill if continued for 24 hours 
pump about three-quarters of a mill¬ 
ion gallons of v/ater into the rc.ncrvolr 
and If this is multiplied by 20 or 30 
days, you can ccc v/liat it will amount 
to in gallons. 

The water is forced through the 
mains and emptied into the rescmrulr. 
Md bsufore ooming through the t>4pe& 
for use tn the homes of Raymond is

Whether or not the cpiirg 
water and the canal water mixing will 
tend to cause the water to be h ir 
coming out of the pipes, only lim 
will tell, but even so it should b? c ft 
er than what we have been g^ttlrg 
and the fact of getting this clori*;' 
reservoir filled up to a good <lopth 
will relieve the Council of consid r il 
la u|>p.etiirii&lou regarding aca:pTr 
for the coming winter.
